LABOR NEWS, 


The Chicago Plumbers’ Strike—Carpenters 
Gain a Partial Victory. 

CarcaGco, III., April 3.—This situatton in the 
plumbers’ strike grows interesting. Yester- 
day the journeymen got on the aggressive and 
succeeded In inducing every non-union man 
in town to leave his work. The plumbers say 
that this was done by persuasive means alone 
and that no coercion was necessary to get the 
non-union men to stand by the strikers. The 
masters hadalengthy meeting last night and 
determined to hold out against the strikers’ 
demands and, more than that, they 
determined to stop the union from 
interfering witn such men as want to work. 


A Defense Committee was appointed whose 
duty it willbe to see that every man who 
wants to work Is protected. It Is thought 
likely that there will be no strike of the car- 
penters. They have demanded 40 cents an 
hour for a day of eight hours. Until yester-s 
day the Master Carpenters’ Assooclation had 
taken no official notice of thelr demand. 
After several conferences, however, the mem- 
bers of the Masters’ Association determined to 
advance the wages of ali the men in their em- 
ploy 5centsan bour aud make eight hours a 
uniform day’s work. Thisis practically con- 
ceding the larger part of the demands made 
by the men. Whetber they will be content to 
concede the reduction of 5 cents an hour from 
their demands in return for the concession of 
an eight bour day by the Masters’ Association 
remains to be seen, but it js belleved from 
what has been said by the leaders of the pres- 
ent agitation, that an agreement will be 
reached without any great difficulty. 


Painters and Decorators Strike. 


BINGHAMPTON, N. V., April 3.—With the ex- 
ception of about haif a dozen, all members of 
the local branch of painters and decorators 
of America, struck this morning for increase 
of wages from $2 to $2.50 per day and fifty-nine 
hours to constitute a week’s work.

TO PALESTINE 


A Prisoner at the Four Courts Will Be 
Sent If He Is Tom Higgins of Texas, 


Detectives McGrath and O’Connell made a 
somewhat important capture this morning. 
About 11:30 o’clock they were at the corner of 
Sixth and Pine streets when they encountered 
an old-time thief and burgiar named Tom 
Higgins. They at once placed the fellow un- 
der arrestand locked him up at the Four 


Courts. 

It is thought that Higgins is wanted at 
Palestine, Tex., where he was serving time 
in the penitentiary. In company with his 
brother Jim, he was arrested at that point, 
charged with highway robbery. Both were 
convicted and sentenced to serve ten years fu 
the penitentiary at hard labor. This was 
only about two years ago, and unless he has 
been pardoned the fellow has la some Manner 
escaped from the institution. 

Higgins is very well kn@wn lu St. Louls. He 
has a police record of more than passing 
prominence. About eight years ago Officer 
‘Tom Walsh found three men in the act of bur- 
giarizing a residence inthe West End. He 
gave chase to the fugitives and was shot, dy- 
ing from the effects ot the wound. Higgins 
was arrested at the time but nothing definite 
could be established against him. The 
authorities In this city were on the eve of 
giving him his liberty, when it was learned 
that the fellow was wanted in Alton, III., for 
,burglary in the second degree and larceny. 
He was accordingly turned over to the author- 
ities at that point and placed in the Alton Jail. 
A notorious woman named Lottie Clark man- 
aged tosmugsle into Higgins some burglar’s 
tools, with which he almost succeeded in er- 
fecting his escape. One night he sawed off 
the bars of bis cell and wasat work on the 
outer door when the jailer heard the noise 
and pounced in upon him. alf an hour

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 38.—On motion 
of Mr. Loage of Massachusetts a petition from 
the New England snoe & Leather Association 
against the imposition of a duty upon hides 


and skins was ordered printed in the Record. 
The reading of the petition was received with 
applause on the Democratic side. On 
motion of Mr. Dingley ot Maine 
the Senate bill was passed to enable 
the Secretary of the easury to gather 
full and authentic information as to the pres- 
ent condition and preservation of the fur seal 
interests In the region of Alaska as compared 
with its condition in 1870; also (full informa- 
tion as to the impending extention of the sea 
otter industry. 

On motion of Mr. Hitt of Llinols, from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, the Senate con- 
current resolution was agreed to request- 
ing the President to invite from time 
to time, as fit occasion may arise, negotia- 
tions with any Government with which the 
United States have diplomatic relations to the 
end that any differences or disputes arising 
between the Governments which cannot be 
adjusted by dipiomatic agency may be re- 
ferred to arbitration. 

On Mr. Hitt’s motion a resolution was 
adopted calling on the President for copies of 
correspondence between the United States 
and Mexico relating to the seizure at Tampico 
of the steamer Rebecca in 1884. 

On motion of Mr. Lansing of New York of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, a bill was 
passed authorizing the Secretary of War to 
deliver to the State of Colorado flags carried 
by Colorado regimeuts. 

On motion of Mr. Cutcheon of Michigan, 
from the same committee, a bill was passed 
amending the articles of war 8 to provide 
that when the punishmenton the conviction 
ofamilitary offense is left with the court- 
martial, the punishment in time of peace 
shall not be in excess of a limit 
prescribed by the President. Also the 
Senate bill amending the articles of war so 
as to provide that no person shall be tried or 
punished by court-martial for desertion, in 
time of peace, committed more than two 
years before the arraignment, unless the per- 
son shall in the meantime have absented him- 
self from the United States. 

Mr. Lawier of Illinois introduced a Dill to 
test the science of short spelling and to es- 
tablish 100 schoolsfor that purpose. Referred. 
The House then resemed the consideration 
of the Idaho admission Dill. 

Mr. Perkins of Kansas concluded his speoch 
in advocacy of the measure and emphasized 
the assertion that the only objection made 
to the bill was that those who believed 
in anc taught Mormonism in Idaho were dis- 
franchised.

INVESTIGATING A STRIKE, 


Labor Commissioner Meriwether Takes the 
Glendale Zinc- Works Trouble in Hand. 


State Labor Commissioner Lee Meriwether 
began an investigation at his office to-day of 
tne disagreement which led to the strike of 
the employes of the Glendale Zinc-works. A 
committee of the employes called on Com- 
missioner Meriwether and laid their com- 
plaints before him. The statement they made 
was that they belonged to the Knights of 


Labor until their employers asked them to 
witndraw and organize aunion of theirown 
entirely distinct from any other organ- 
ization. The employers encouraged the 
formation of this union, they claimed, 
and contributed $500 to it, and then, according 
tothe employes, discharged four men who 
had worked forthe company a long time and 
were capable, good workmen, simply because 
they belonged to the Union which the em- 
ployers themselves had fostered, and then the 
strike oecurred. An inspector from Commis- 
sioner Meriwether’s office called on Mr. 8. C. 
Edgar, the President of the company, but he 
declined to give any reason for the discharge 
of the men, saying simply that they had a right 
to employ and discharge whom tbey pleased. 

Commissioner Meriwether is now acting 
under the new labor law which requires that 
he shall investigate such troubles and endeay- 
orto mitigate them. Ifhe fails he must ap- 
point a Board of Arbitration composed of two 
employers and two employes in the same line 
ot business but not connected with the strike 
on either side. This Board will have power to 
Suminon witnesses, but cannot do more than 
urge a remedy and make public the facts. The 
object of the law isthat when a strike oocurs 
the facts may be given tothe public through 
an Funbiased channel and the workingmen 
may havethe benefit of public sentiment if 
they are in the right. 

If Mr. Meriwether falle to-day inhis en- 
deavor to arrange the dispute, or if Mr. Edgar 
continues to refuse to make a statement of hie 
reasons, the Board of Arbitration will be ap- 
pointed.

To Be Made by the Board Next Month as 
Previeously Outlined. 


The police slate has been made up and next 
month the changes in the department will be 
made. Sunday last the Post-DIsPpATCH made 
the announcement that certain changes were 
to be made and that the force was to be reor- 
ganized. The announcement was not made 
unadvisedly, for, though the board bas not 
taken any direct steps towards removing the 


officials who are to go, still it has been deter- 
mined that the reorganization must take 


place and the first oflicer to lose his head will 


be the Chief, Anton Huebler. 

here was some doubt whether Chief 
Huebler would retire altogether or whether he 
would accept one of the vacancies which will 
occur on account of the retirement of two 
captains, but it is now understood that he will 
go out of the department altogether and the 
vacancies will be filled by promotion. 

Chief Huebler made a good record as 
Captain. : 

One ofthe captaincies has been provided 
for. Capt. Jack Campbell will be assigned to 
a district, either the Second or Fourth, it is 
not decided which.

The St. Louis Improved Co. and the Fight 
It Has on Hand With the Old Contractors 
-The Board of Public im provements In- 
vestigating Paving Materials—Cleaning 
the Levee—City Hall Notes. 


Street sprinkling will be resumed, just as 
soon as Sprinkling Supt. Brown conciudes that 
it is needed. In the meantime the owners of 
the seventy-five extra carts engaged by the 
Mayor are taking things easy with the blissful 
satisfaction of knowing that they are to get $5 
a day out of the coffers of the St. Louis Im- 
proved Street Sprinkling Co. whether 
they sprinkle or not, and this 
according to the agreement made with them 
has more than fifty days yet to run. But the 
St. Louis company it not satisfied, and there 
is every prospect that there will be a lively 
row when the city undertakes to make it pay 
for the extra costs. Thiscompany has been 
very hard at work since the Mayor’s action 
getting their carts in readiness, and Supt. 
Joseph announces that he will be ready 
in a short time to sprinkle 
all of the twenty-seven districts 
forwhich he and his associates have con- 
tracted. He bas had but little to say regard- 
ing the Mayor’s action, giving his whole time 
and attention towards repairing the broken 
sprinklers and getting the new onesin shape 
for the work, but it is expected he will be 
heard from in vociferous tones ere long. The 
old contractors who have made the agree- 
ment with Mayor Noonan for sixty days will 
of course insist on its enforcement 
to the letter and the Mayor and 
City Counselor Bell will support them. They 
had combined to keep their carts until they 
made the terms they desired with the city, 
and now that this has been done, they look to 
the Mayor to see that they receive $5 per day 
Tor each cart for sixty days. This will cost 
$22,500, and it is this sum the St. Louis com- 


pany will refuse to pay. Their contracts with 
the city contain the provision .

that when the Street Commissioner sees that 
the work is not being done properly he is to 
give them due notice, and if there is no im- 
provement to hire whatever extra carts and 
labor he sees fit to properly sprinkle the 
streets.

tations day by day. Sofar, the effect of the 
boycott, instead of being detrimental to the 
bucket-shops, has been to largely increase 
their business by removing a formida- 
ble friyal, the Merchants“ Exchange, 
from the feild. The speculating 
public, itis claimed, is receiving the quota- 
tions with the same readiness as was the case 
when they were official. Some suspicion was 
felt that the quotations ofthe Chicago open 
Board of Trade were being given, and a num- 
ber of telegrams were sent with the object of 


ascertaining whether or not this was true. A 
Dystem ot checks onthe quotations was got- 
ten up by several heavy speculators but it 
Was asserted thatthey only proved the ac- 
curacy ofthe marketas furnished. Specula- 
tion in the bucket shops, instead of 
showing a decrease, was more active 
than usual, and the boycott has 
worked in a manner greatiy to the advantage 
of those that it was intended to injure. 
THE KFFECT ON ‘CHANGE. 
On the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange the 
remarkable activity that characterized yes- 
dealings continued. The absence

In about a week the annual reportfor the 
fiscal year ending April 1. showing the work 
done in the offices of the Coroner and Morgue 
Superintendent ot the city of St. Louis, will 
be presented to Mayor Noonan by Coroner 
John N. Frank. The whole work bas been 
compiled by Clerk George T. Lewis, and 
shows a very satisfactory state of affuirs in 
that department of the city government. 

The report was finished early this morning. 
Itshows a total of 782 cases handled during 
the year in the Coroner’s office. Of these 641 
were white and 9] were colored. Of males 
there were 543, and of females 169. The social 
condition of 397 was single, of 243 married, of 
83 widowed, and of 9unknown. 

CAUSES OF DEATH.

Germans there were 44; of Irish, 1; Canadians, 
1; French, 1; Austrians, 2; English, 3; Bo- 
hemians, 1; United States, 29; unknown, 1. 
The cause of suicide in c cases was general 
despondency, in 7 cases old age, in 
11 oases ill health, and in $ 
cases intemperance. Six of the 
unfortunates were between the ages of 10 and 
20 years; 16 between the ages of 20 and 80; 18 
between the ages of 30 and 40; 23 between 40 
and 50; 18 between 50 and 60; 9 between 60 
and 70; and one between 70 and 80. 

With a total ot thirty-five homicides there 
were no legal executions against two exe- 
cutions out of a total of twenty-eight 
homcides lust year. 

THE MORGUE REPORT. ; 

The report from the Morgue shows a total 
of 854 bodies brought to that Institution; 209 
by the Coroner’s undertaker, 38 by the Police 
Department and 17 tho city 
ambulance. or those received un- 
known, 50 were exposed and identified, 
while 28 remain unknown. Ot males there 
were in all 288 and of feimales 66. The friends 
in 226 buried the remains, whilein 107 in- 
stances interment Was made at the city’s ex- 
pense. Twenty-one bodies were delivered to 
the Anatomical Board for surgical purposes. 

Death in 28 cases Was by homicide, 10 being 
by biows, by shooting and 9 
by stabbing. rhe infanticides by 
criminal exposure were 15 in number, while 
by criminal abortion there were 6. Of sui- 
cides 6 were by paris green, 8 by morphine, 8 
by rough on rats, 5 by arsenic, 1 by lauda- 
num, 17 by shooting, 2 by hanging, 3 by 
wounds ip tle throat and 17 drowning. Of ac- 
cidental drownings there were 88, while 8 
bodies were found floating, the manner in 
which death occurred never beipg ascer- 
tained. 

The superintendent asks that during the 
coming fiscal year he be allowed for expenses 
a total of $3,300, of which $1,900 is for salaries, 
$150 for repairs, $150 for gas, $300 for ice, $550 
for the transfer of bodies, $160 for office ex- 

enses, $25 for coal and $75 tor disinfectants.

A JURY IMPRISONED. 


REACHED A VEEDICT IN FIVE MINUTES, 
BUT ARF LOCKED UP AN HOUR. 


The Electric Bell Was Out of Repair—The 
Loth Case Endcd—Facts Revealed During 
the Trial—Diverces Asked and Granted— 
John M. Glover Sued by His Brother 
Notes. 


A special jury In Judge Valliant’s room ren- 
dered a verdict late yesterday afternoon in 
the case of A, Littauer against A. Loth & 
Sons and set at rest the minds of several 
dozens attaching Eastern creditors. This 
case has been beforethe court on trial for 
more than a week during which volumes of 
depositions taken in Eastern cities were read 
and as much more heard on the witness 
stand. A. Laitauer&Co. of New York were 
the flrat of the long list of creditors to file 
an attachment suit. They put in 
a claim for $3,500. The aggregate amount sued 
for by the other attaching creditors is $67,000, 
unattaching $80,000. The plaintiffs alleged 
thatthe defendants did fraudulently convey 
or assign their property and effects so to hin- 
der or delay their creditors; that the defena- 
ants have fraudulentiy conveyed, removed 
or disposed of their effects to hinder 
or delay their creditors and that defendants 
have fraudulentiy contracted the debts sued 
on. A. Loth & Sons denied these allegations 
under oath, and the case wenttotrial. D. P. 
Dyer, Davib Goldsmith and Mr. Sale de- 


fended A. Loth & Sons, and the firm of Frank, 
Dawson & Garvin represented the plaintiff. 

Some peculiar entries were shown on the 
books of the company in regard to how the 
money made by the firm was spent. In 1888 
the gross profits were Il per cent and In 15889, 
though the sale of goods amouted to about 
$300,000 the profit was only $500 or $400 after 
freight charges were deducted. When the 
firm assigned the stock on hand was worth 
$90,000 and the debts $222,000, as shown by the 
company’s books. Among the expenditures 
was found an entry showing where David 
Goldsmith, brother-in-law and son-in-law of 
Adolph Loth, and attorney for the firm, was 
paid $25,998.48. The estate of Rose 
Loth, deceased, of wnich Adolph Lotb, the 
deceased’s son-in-law was executor, was paid 
$4,700; Joseph Goldsmith, gon of Rosa Gold- 
smith, and brotber-in-law of Adolph Loth, 
was paid $3,100; Rebecca Loth, wife of Adolph 
Loth and sister of David Goldsmith, was paid 
$22,255.59: Joseph Loth of New York, brother 
of Adolph Loth, was paid $16,000; the Mercan- 
tile National Bank of New York, bolding pa- 
per indorsed by Goldsmith, was paid 
$15,000. The Bank of Commerce of this city 
holding paper indorsed by the same parties 
was paid $20,000. S. Hohn of New York, who 
married Adoiph Loth’s niece, ana who is also 
a book-keeper for Edwurd Hopper of New 
York, a brother of Adobph Loth's first wife, 
was paid Hopper

servant in Adolph Loth’s 
household was paid $2,776.03 said to have been 
borrowed. Brey & Bros., merchants in 
Cambden, Ark. who had desk room in A.

$92. In all, the payments thus made amount 
to $135,000, aud Mr. Loth said on the stand 
they were all bona fide debits and accounts. 
Since the failure of A. Loth & Sons the Loth 
Jeans Clothing Co. has incorporated and 1s 
composed of Meyer and Joseph Goldsmith 
and Jacob and Adolph Loth. Mr. A. 
Loth holds one share and when asked 
where he got it and who paid for it, he said a 
member of his family gave it to him, but he 
dia net know who paid for it. The case was 
given tothe jury at6o’clock yesterday even- 
ing. They retired and five minutes later rang 
the bell to render their verdict, but 
the bell was out of repair. The deputy 
Sheriff called around in the cburse of half an 
hour and found the jurors telling stories and 
grutobling about — confined. The attach- 
ment was sustained. It is possible that A. 
Loth & Sons will fight all the cases of attach- 
ment as hard as they have fought this one, 
but it is hardly probable, as the costs of each 
case will be quite a sum.

The Case Against Charles F. Vail Comes to 
St. Louis. 7 


The defense in the Vail case furnished a 
surprise when the case came up yesterday 
and the burden of delay now reste upon Vail’s 
side of the case. Tbe attorneys for beth sides 
have announced themselves ready for trial, 
and said that they were anxious for a trial on 
April 2. When the case was called the State 
wanted to know whether the defense was

THE PLOT THWARTED. 


Cases of Shoes Filled With Highly Explosive 
Cartridges.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD COMMITTEE BEARS 
FURTHER TESTIMONY. 


Citizens Whe Are Put Down as Voting, but 
Who Did Net Vote—Others Recorded as 
Voting Two or More Times—tinterest- 
ing Depositien and Testimony ef Election 


HE special committee 
of the Board of Public 
Schools having in 
charge the investiga- 
tion of the Standing- 
Kally contest, met at 
the Polytechnic build - 
ing last night. There 
were present Direct- 
ors Macklin, Rogers 
and Bosley and Attor- 
8 f neys Rassieur, Stark 
and Muench. The latter, attorney for the 
contestant, submitted depositions made by 
Bennett Pike, John Mullally, John Powers, 
John Schwighausen, George Holzhauer,Adam 
Weber, John B. Vogel, George L. Lindsay, 
O. H. Petring and Sol J. Quinlivan, all of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. They were taken by 
himeelf and Mr. Stark as Mr. Kelly’s attorney. 
They all had votes accredited to them in the 
school election held on November 5, 1889, as 
bad been discovered by the Contest Commit- 
tee, whereas Messrs. Pike, Vogel and Petring, 
in their depositions, make oath that 
they did not vote at all, whereas several 
othersin their depositions say they can not 
understand why they should be credited with 
two or more votes, as they had voted but 
once. 
Mr. Quinifvan was one of the judges of tha, 
school election and his deposition was 
or SPECIAL INTREST. 
He had, he said, served all day, except 
from 11 a. m. to 1 p. m. During that time he 
bad left the polling place in charge of Messrs. 
Peter Daly and J.T. O'Keefe. Inreply to a 
question on this subject he answered: 
do not remember what number of ballots 
had been received when I left. i went to at- 
tend to some business. There were no other 
parties there when Left, except the judges 
and clerk’. Icannot say now where or how 
many times the votes were counted at that 
precinctonthat day.

AT THE THEATERS. 


Booth and Modjeska in The Merchant ef 
Venice’’—Notes, 


Boothand Modjeska and their supporting 
company appeared atthe Olympic last even- 
ing in The Merchant of Venice,“ and gave 
such a presentation of the comedy as it has 
rarely received. Certain it is that never in 
recent years has the play been seen tosuch ad- 
vantage in St. Louis. While Shylock does 
not offer to Mr. Booth as much work 


as some other characters, it is one of his 
greatest impersonations, and there is no 
Shylock on the modern stage to equal it. The 
subtle nicety of the great actor’s art, the in- 
tellectuality, refinement and human feeling 
with which he invests the part appeal most 
strongly to his audience and hold them en- 
chanted. Mr. Booth’s Shylock isa picture. 
The avarice, hatred and passsions of 
the Venetian miser are all displayed 
in amanner so natural that the hearers can 
almost imagine that they see the old man 
himself living before their eyes. There is 
nothing in the character overdone; nothing 
leftundone. Every movement, every gesture 
of Mr. Booth has a meaning and all are 
studies. His melodious voice and beautiful 
elocution are music, and almost 
unconsciously his auditors are 
carried away by his acting, 
Mr. Booth never breaks into feroclus out- 
bursts of passion which make a theater shake 
by their very force; he is always natural, in- 
tellectual and refined. What others seek to 
accomplish by physical force in acting he ac- 
complishes by quiet, natural means that are 
the perfection of the actor’sart. As a thor- 
ough portrayer of Shakspearean characters 
stands to-day without a peer in 
world. None of the greater 
the European actors invest 
their work with the same mental strensth and 
guiet force. The third scene is the only 
one in the Merchant of Venice’’ which calis 
for any great display and in this Mr. Booth 
last evening was simply perfection. His whet- 
ting of his knife was a whole performance in 
itself, and the display of the changing pas- 
sions which ruled him while his 
case was being passed upon by 
the court was 11 picture which 
senthis large audience into raptures. His 
work was beyond criticism, and the aualence, 
which was so large that many people were 
standing, were unstinted in their applause 
and several times brought him before the 
curtain. 

Mme. Modjeskaas Portia received almost 
ascordiala welcome as Mr. Booth. While 
her worth was of avery high order last night 
it can scareely be classed with that of Mr. 
Booth. Her accent was a great drawback to 
her and detracted materialiy from 
the effect. Despite these facts, 
however, she showed herself an 
actress of remarkable ability und her por- 
trayal of the character was enjoyed by ber 
audience. Mr. Skinuer as Bossanio and Mr. 
Hanley, Lorenzo, were exceptionally good. 
Mr. Frederick Vroom who filled therole of 
Antonio is a good actor, but did not put 
enough manliness ifto the part. The others 
were all acceptable in their parts and the 
scenery was unusually fine.

SHOT FROM AMBUSH. 


The Murder of John H. Caddall, a Promi- 
nent Virginia Banker. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCH. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., April3.—John H. Caddall, 
who was murdered and robbed Tuesday near 
bis home at Hot Springs, Pulaski County, was 
one of the most Influential and wealthy ociti- 
gens ot Southwest Virginia. He had held 
many positions of trust and influence and at 
the time of his death was President 
of the First National bank of Pulas- 


ki City and Treasurer of Pulaski Bounty. 
Spillen Foster and John T. Allen, two young 
white men of Roanoke, Va., wereseen in the 
neighborhood of the murder and are sus- 
pected of the crime. They were arrested 
Wednesday night on a freight train at Salem. 
Both are tough characters, Foster being an 
ex-convict. They were placed in Roanoke 
Jail. They deny the charge, dg admit that 
they were near the scene of the murder and 
do not give any satisfactory account of them- 
selves. The greatest excitement pre- 
vails in Pulaski City and County, and 
there is a probability that they will be 
lynched when taken to Pulaski for trial. Mr. 
Caddali had spent the day in Newbern, set- 
tling with his deputies and paving off the 
county indebtedness prior to leaving for Rich- 
mond to settle with tne State Treasurer. It 
was presumed by his murderers that he hada 
large amount of money on his person. A strip 
of woods enabled his assailants to hide them- 
selves from view and he was shot from am- 
bush. His pockets were turned inside 
out and his watch was gone. Mr. 
Caddall was 52 years of SES. He 
came of one of the oldest and most highly re- 
spected families in this county. He was mar- 
ried but childiess. He served throughout the 
civil war and his old comrade, Jas. A. 
Walker, testifed that no braver nor better 
soldier ever drew asword. He was a director 
of the bank at Radford and interested in the 
enterprises which have spruaog up recently in 
this part of the South.

TRR BILL APPEARS 

much more harmless than it really is, for as a 

matter of fact it is replete with advantages to 

certain markets and firms to be gained at the 

expense of others. In the first place it is pro- 

vided that all meat for export shall be in- 

spected at New York. Look at the effect of 

this fora moment. In the first place, while 

New York is the largest shipping point, it is 

by no means the only one. Both Baltimore 

and New Orleans are coming to 

the front, aud are gaining rapidly. 


Of course the requirement in regard: to 
New York would put a stop to this trade. The 
West is, however, only indirectly interested 
in this feature of the bill, and would be will 
ing to let the seaboard cities fight it out 
among themselves, were it not for the fact 
that the receiving points in the interior would 
really be the greatest sufferers should this 
clause becomealaw. As matters stand now, 
New York is merely a point where meat is 
transferred from the raliroads to the steam- 
ers, and has really little importance as a 
receiving point. The cities of the West con- 
trol the situation, but ff inspection at New 
York is insisted upon they will become mere 
Way stations, and the bulk of the business will 
be transferred to New Vork. 
INSPECTION NOT OPPOSED. 

It should carefully be borne in mind that 
neither the cattle raisers nor the shippers are 
opposed to government inspection; on the 
contrary, they believe that such a law would 
be econduciveto their interests, as it would 
quiet a great deal of reckless and irresponsi- 
bie talk that is now going on in reference to 
the bad condition of some of the beef sent to 
market. But it is dificult to explain the ad- 
vantages of a pian which would 
kill the shipping trade at all 
interlor points and transfer it to New 
York. Noone would beagainer except the 
New York middlemen, and the Western ship- 
pers have not discovered any virtue in their 
eustern rivals that would entitie them to 
such an advantage. If inspection by the gov- 
ernment is decided upon it should be madé at 
all of the large receiving points, and not at 
one alone. 

THE SIXTY-DAY CLAUSE. 

Another clause of the bill is almost equally 
objectionabie, and in opposition to this the 
New Yorkers are united with the western ship- 
pers, The bill provides that no meat shall be 
shipped abroad until sixty days have elapsed 
since it was slaughtered. Those who are 
familiar with the business know exactly what 
this means. It means that the entire export 
business will be done by a few of the large 
dressed veef houses. Meat can be kept indefi- 
nitely in good condition under proper cir- 
cumstances, but there are only a few firms 
that have the proper facilities 
for storing any large quantity for 
any length of time. The smaller 
shippers have excelient store-bouses, but 
they ure not large enough to accommodate a 
two months’ supply, and to pass this clause 
would be destructive to their shipping trade. 
Some of the representatives. of the great 
packing-houses pretend to be opposed 
to this clause, but as a matter of fact 
they are not. The matter has been fought in 
committee, and we do not Intend to rest con- 
tent with this, but will bring it into Congress. 
The St. Louis shippers are withus, and we 
feel confident of success.
